In contrast, claim 13 has been amended to incorporate the features of claim 27, which the 
Examiner has indicated as being directed to allowable subject matter Accordingly, the rejection is 
believed to be overcome and should be withdrawn. 

3. Claim rejections under 35 USC §112, Second Paragraph 

With respect to the term "thio," Applicants respectfully submit that those skilled in the art 
would readily understand that the term, when used as part of a Markush group to describe optional

reference to "thio" group "
